Children are uot the exclusive 
creatures nr possessions of meu. 
Even in Kentucky they are not. 
since the action of the last legisla¬ 
ture in passing the co-guardiauahip 
bill. 

Of all the ridiculous political 
disabilities yet put upon women 
hr men the most ridiculous is to 
*:iv to 11 io tn -m the one band, 
•'Woman, it is your glorious privi¬ 
lege to bear and to rear children," 
aud on the other, "But at the age 
of six years these children must 
he taken from vou and put into 
the public schools of the state. 
There you mav not follow them 
it is no business of yours <low 
these schools are managed, or 
what conditions likely to affect the 
health or the mora.s as well aw the 
education of the children are there 
existent. This is a matter for 
fathers, not mothers." 

As a matter of fact, it is partic¬ 
ularly the prerogative and the du¬ 
ty of mothers to follow and watch 
closely the education of their chil¬ 
dren. Iu many families it it a 
necessity that this function be left 
to the mother while the father 
earns the bread. The laws which 
deny women a share in the man¬ 
agement of the public schools were 
made at a time when conditions 
were very different from the pres- 
ent. In those days most children 
were taught at their mother’s knee. 
Those mothers who could afford it 
supplied private governesses for 
their children; the others gave 
their childreu such educatiou as 
they themselves bad. 

This conditiou uo longer exists. 
Childreu are now being educated, 
not at home by their mothers, but
